AN ORDINANCE AFFECTING DAIRY­ 


MEN 


Passed by the Board of Supervisors 


-Work for the Health Officers 


of the County. 


A Diseased-Cow Law. 


District Attorney Snook has drawn 
an ordinance giving the proper author­ 
ities of the county the power to kill all 
cows or other animals found to be 
afflicted with tuberculosis. 
The ordin­ 
ance was drafted to give health officers 
general 
supervision 
over 
deceased 
cattle throughout the county. T h e 
ordinance reads as follows: 


The 
Board of Supervisors of the 
county of Alameda do ordain as fol 


lows: 


Section 1. 
Every 
milch cow, or 
other animal within the county of Ala­ 
meda, having 
tuberculosis, 
shall at 
once be deprived of life, by the owner 
or person having charge thereof 
upon 
discovery or knowledge of its condi­ 
tion, and any such owner or owners 
omitting or refusing to comply with 
the provisions of this section, shall l:c 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 2. Any person 
violating the 
provisions of this ordinance, upon con­ 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than fifty dollars ($50) 
and not more than one hundred dol­ 
lars ($100), and in case such fine be 
not paid then by imprisonment in the 
County Jail of said county of Alameda 
at the rate of one (1) day for every 
two dollars of the fine so imposed. 


Sec. 3. 
This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force thirty days after 
its passage. 


The 
Board fixed next 
Monday as 
the time of hearing debate 
upon it. 


The various Health officers and other 
interested persons will be instructed to 
appear before the Board on that day.

It rests on 
piles. 
The wood 
used is of native

the logs of which the building is con­ 
structed is that, in the parts' most ex­ 
posed to the weather, the logs are thin 
ner by several inches than in those in a 
more sheltered position, the w o o d 
haw­ 
ing gradually worn away. The treasures 
whioh the storehouse contains are of 
great antiquity and have been seen by 
Europeans during, only the last three 
years. They consist of rare and beauti­ 
ful fabrics of Persian, Indian, Chinese 
and Turkish manufacture 
a n d ancient 
articles from all p a r t s of the world.—

several boles each permit the passage of 
a single thread. 
Some idea of the in­ 
finitesimal 
fineness of these threads may 
be gained when it is known t h a t the 
spider's thread as we see it is made up 
of upward of 4 , 0 0 0 minute webs, 1,000 
from each of the four spineret masses. 
These 4,000 separate threads unite at 
the main opening of the spineret, mak­ 
ing the single filament from which the 
spider spins its web.—St Louis Repub­ 
lic.
